Group I, consisting of claim 1-16, drawn to a cell support system, i.e., an apparatus. 

Group II, consisting of claim 17, drawn to a three dimensional cellular tissue, i.e., a 
product/composition. 

Group III, consisting of claim 18, drawn to a method to produce a three dimensional cellular 



Group IV, consisting of claim 19, drawn to a bioreactor, i.e., another apparatus. 

6. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of the inventions of groups I and IV is an apparatus, whereas 
technical features of inventions in Groups II and III each are a composition comprising the three 
dimensional cellular tissue and a process to make a three dimensional tissue.
